Secretary Defends Gen. Foulois 


Against Committee’s Methods | 
letter to | 


Secretary of War Dern's 
Chairman Rogers, of the House Military 
Affairs Committee’s investigating sub- 
committee, was made public yesterday 
at the War Department. 

It reveals that Mr. Dern, 


vigorously upheld the right of General 
Foulois to a fair opportunity to defend 
himself against the accusations of the 
sub-committee before the demands 
that group that he be relieved are com- 
plied with. 

Secretary Dern’s letter follows: 

“August 21, 1934. 
“Honorable William N. Rogers, 
Chairman of Sub-committee No. 38, 
Committee on Military Affairs, 
House of Representatives. 
“Dear Mr. Rogers: 

“The unanimous recommendation of 
sub-committee No. 2 of the Committee on 
Military Affairs that Maj. Gen. Benjamin 
D. Foulois be relieved from his position 
as Chief of the Air Corps was received 
by me in your letter of June 18, 1934. 
Following the normal course of military 
procedure I transmitted the report and 
recommendation to Major General Fou- 
lois on June 20, 1934, for such statement 
as he desired to make. He has sub-

MacArthur Bill Continues Gains 
In Journal’s Promotion Survey 


The steady gain evidenced by the Mac- 
Arthur plan since the Army ANp Navy 
JouRNAL Promotion Poll of the Army 
began continued this week as the total 
number of voters for that plan to date 
rose to 1,716 out of a total of 2,940 votes. 

The first week of the poll the Mac- 
Arthur bill received 30.5 per cent of the 
votes, the second week approximately 
56 per cent, the third week approxi- 
mately 57 per cent, and this week 
slightly better’ than 58 per cent of the 
total number of votes. 

The positions of the other classifica- 
tion remained virtually the same. The 
choice, Question Five (Some 
combination of forced attrition, selection 
up and selection out), was in second 
place with 412 votes, 14 per cent of the 
total. 

Question Eight (Any other plan you 
may have in mind) polled 274 votes, and 
stayed in third place. 

Plan Number Six (promotion based on 
separate lists for independent branches) 
again moved into fourth place with 147 
votes, or about 5 per cent of the total, 
displacing Number Two (forced attri- 
tion) which dropped to fifth place with 
140 votes, or 4.7 per cent of the total. 

Sixth place was held by Question Four 
(selection out), with 107 votes. or about

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Navy Selection Board 
Makes Drastic Report 


Plowing through the World War group 
of officers like a thresher through wheat, 
the Navy Line Selection Board, which 
just reported, went far down the list of 
lieutenants, naming only one in three 
for advancement to lieutenant com- 
mander, the most drastic selection the 
Navy has ever seen. 


In selecting 155 officers to go on the 
promotion list for advancement to lieu- 
tenant commander, the number fixed, 
the Board passed over 325 officers, going 
down to No. 480 on the lineal list of 
lieutenants. The selection was particu- 
larly drastic among the group of ex-tem- 
porary oflicers, those who were given 
commissions in the Regular Navy in 
1921 after serving during the World 
War. Only six per cent of the lieuten- 
ants who were commissioned from the 
enlisted ranks survived. 


The wholesale elimination of officers 
which Is to occur on June 30, 1986, when 
all lieutenants not selected for promo- 
tion will be placed on the retired List, 
is uncomprehensible to many officers in 
view of the fact that the Navy Depart- 
ment is planning to ask Congress next 
session for additional officers. A_ bill 
has been prepared at the Department 
providing for an increase in the number 
of appointments to the Naval Academy 
to bring about a gradual expansion of 
the Line. of the Navy to 7,000 officers. 
How this proposal can be reconciled 
with the plan to eliminate officers of 
long service, many of them admittedly 
with good records, is something that it 
is hard for them to understand. 

The low percentage of selection to 
lieutenant commander by this year's 
board—32 per cent—has caused com- 
ment in that the survey made by the 
Bureau of Navigation and submitted to 
the Board showed that 48 per cent, or 
approximately 465 of the 970-odd lleu- 
tenants in the World War “hump,” can 
be promoted to Heutenant commander. 
The approved plan is to hold three selec- 
tion boards before June 30, 1936, each 
board to select one-third of the total. 
The fact that the first board went prac- 
tically half way through the whole 
group, will allow a considerably higher 
percentage of selections by the other 
two boards, it is pointed out, unless they 
‘pick up” a large number of the 3825 
passed over. If they do not, as ex- 
pected, it will mean that they can select 
almost every two out of three officers 
coming up for consideration. 

An analysis of the selections this year 
presents many Interesting facts. The 
group covered consisted of 285 ex-tem- 
porary World War officers, who received 
regular commissions in November and 
December of 1921, and the upper two- 
thirds of the Naval Academy class of 
1920 (commissioned a year ahend of 
time on June 7, 1919), which follows 
this ex-temporary group on the promo 
tion list. Forty-eight of the 285 ex- 
temporaries were selected for promotion, 
or 16.8 per cent, and 237 were passed 
over. Of the 196 Naval Academy grad 
uates considered, all brt one of whor 
was of the class of '20, 107 were

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Press Comments on Merchant Marine and Flight of Army Airplanes to Alaska 


The flight of Army bombers to Alaska and the suggestion of Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace to “plow under” the American merchant marine have been 
the subject of comment in leading newspapers of late. 





“The successful mass flight of Army bombing planes to Alaska and return 
appears to have accomplished its missions,” states the Washington Post, “Although 
the enterprise had been arranged before criticism of the Army Flying Corps became 
vehement, harsh words emitted in that debate undoubtedly intensified the impor- 
tance of the project. The bombers flew from the National Capital and returned 
here, with both departure and homecoming the object of a great turnout on the 
part of the press and newsreel photographers. ) 

“Behind the understandable desire for favorable publicity, however, were more 
serious motives. In the first place it was a military maneuver designed to test 
the speed with which the Army could mobilize its air force in a distant and lonely 
corner of our empire. In this respect the flight seems to have served its purpose 
well, for the mobilization was swift, sure, and efficient. * * * 

“The Army flight has directed attention to the nearness of Alaska to the rest 
of the country when reckoned, in the old phrase, as the crow flies. This is of 
greater fundamental value than the military implications of the ten bombers 
which zoomed to Nome and back.” 





“To military men,” states the Newport (R. I.) Daily News, “this flight means 
that an ‘aerial fence’ is being built for defense purposes from Alaska to Hawaii, 
and from Hawaii to the Panama Canal zone. The successful completion of this 
flight makes it likely, Army and Navy men believe, that strong Army and Navy 
bases will be established in Alaska. 

“Not so long ago a flight of this kind would have attracted world-wide atten- 
But the story of this mass formation flight was matter-of-factly told in the 
This in 


tion. 
newspapers, and the ordinary civilian has not paid much attention to it. 
itself is conclusive proof of the triumph of aviation. 

“The next war will see airplanes doing things that were impossible in the 
World War, of course. 

“The United States Army and Navy forces are not so large. by any means, 
as those of several other countries. But it is matter for congratulation that every- 
where it is conceded that our aviators are among the most expert and best trained 
in the world.” ‘ 





“There is special cause for gratification in this flight of the bombers,” com- 
ments the Washington Star, “for it demonstrates the ability of the Army air force, 
which a few months ago was under unjust criticism for its failure to meet the 
emergency caused by the cancellation of the air-mail contracts, a failure due to 
inexperience in the special technique of scheduled flying, regardless of weather, 
over unaccustomed routes.

“When President Roosevelt treats of the nation’s ships he speaks and acts 
with authority and good sense,” declares the New York Herald-Tribune. “He 
grasps the whole problem. He sees afar consequences and implications. There 
fore, when he neatly if politely invites Secretary Wallace to return to his little 
pigs and let the ships sail on, he will be applauded loudly and widely. 

“His whole comment upon the Secretary's remarks was a model of fairness 
and accuracy. ‘True it is that, if this country abandoned its shipping to other 
nations, the citizens of those other nations would, as a matter of economic theory, 
be enabled to purchase more American products. Here is a factor which, as the 
President agreed, must be duly weighed and considered. Unfortunately, in fixing 
his eyes upon this one point Mr. Wallace ignored other but far more vital elements, 
These the President effectively stated. 

“Properly he placed first the need of a merchant marine as an aid to the Nay 
in time of war. Such a fleet cannot be improvised... Neither can its officers o 
men be marched on board overnight. * * * . 

“With equal cogency, Mr. Roosevelt stressed the economic benefits of an Ameri 
can merchant marine. * * * 

“The sum of these benefits far outweighs any increase in foreign purchasing 
power which the abandonment of the sea might theoretically produce. The Presi 
dent is wholly right. Secretary Wallace will not be permitted to ‘plow under’ the 
nation’s ships, it is safe to assume. Nothing that the President has done is likely 
in the long run to redound more to his credit than this loyal support of the flag 
at sea.” 





Comments James T. Williams, Jr., in the Washington Times; 

“Naturally, the attitude of Secretary Wallace delights foreign ship owner, 
especially the British. It is precisely what British ship owners and their spokes 
men in the British government are urging. Secretary Wallace must have know

Defends Rights of Gen. Foulois 
(Continued from First Page) 
a preliminary statement which is en- 
closed herewith.

“A most difficult problem now confronts 
me, the solution of which involves some 
of the fundamental precepts of our sys- 
tem of jurisprudence embodying many 
of the most sacred rights of American 
citizenship. 

“As a matter of course, any recom- 
mendation of a committee of Congress 
would receive my most respectful atten- 
tion. Our system of government requires 
it. Proper coordination demands ‘it. 

“Had the report of the committee been 
confined to an indictment or charges 
against Major General Foulois the sit- 
uation would have presented no diffi- 
eulty. In sueh event I could have fol- 
lowed the regular procedure prescribed 
for the determination of such matters 
by referring the case to a military trl- 
bunal. for adjudication, 

“Instead,. however, the report is not 
limited to an indictment, but in effect 
finds the accused guilty, fixes the sen- 
tence and calls on the Secretary of War 
to execute it. Under such circumstances 
should I now refer the matter to a mill- 
tary tribunal for the determination of 
the precise matters which your commit- 
tee already has adjudged, such a step 
well might suggest a reflection on the 
committee, 

“Such a suggestion I desire most 
scrupulously to avoid. My respect for 
the members of the committee is only 
exceeded by my desire to work in com- 
plete harmony with them. 

“Accordingly, had the report and rec- 
ommendation of the committee been 
based on a full and complete hearing 
wherein the constitutional rights of the 
necused were assured, even though the 
procedure were somewhat unusual, I 
would have felt constrained to comply 
with the mandate of the committee. 

“But such was not the case. The 





hearings were conducted in the usual 
manner of Congressional hearings held 
in executive, or closed, session. Major 
General Foulois appeared before the com- 
mittee, but it was in the capacity of a 
witness and not of an accused. I under- 
stand that he was later given an oppor- 
tunity to appear again before the com- 
mittee before the report was submitted, 
but for some reason this did not even- 
tuate, 


“It does not appear that he was ap- 
prised of the accusations contained in 
the report, nor was he confronted by 
the witnesses against him and given an 
opportunity to hear their testimony and 
cross-examine them, and then offer evi- 
dence in his own defense. Nor was he 
permitted to be represented by counsel 
of his own choosing. All of these rights 
are sacred to every American citizen and 
are guaranteed by the Constitution. 

“Major General Foulois states that he 
has repeatedly requested that he be fur- 
nished wtih a copy of the full record 
of the evidence which formed the basis 
of the report and recommendation, and 
that this request has not as yet been 
granted. 

“This situation places me in a most 
difficult and embarrassing position, be- 
cause, in the first place, the accused has 
not had full opportunity’ to examine or 
to refute the evidence against him; sec- 
ond, I, myself, do not know what this 
evidence is except to the limited extent 
it is set forth in the report; and, finally, 
I have not been called upon to evaluate 
the evidence or make any decision in the 
case, but to the contrary am, in effect, 
precluded from following such a course, 
due to the findings and recommenda- 
tions of the committee. 

“Being convinced that the committee 
is as solicitous as I am that complete 
justice be done in this case, I feel that 
the only step now open to me is to trans- 
mit to the committee the partial state- 
ment of Major General Foulois to the 
end that the committee may consider 
whether he should not now be permitted 
to have full access to the evidence 
against him and then appear before the 
committee to present his defense. 

“With further assurance of my deep 





respect and of my desire to cooperate 
in the solution of this case to the fullest 
extent consistent with the dictates of 
fairness and justice, I await the com- 
mittee’s further action.”

Maj. Gen. Harry G. Bishop, USA-Ret., 
jrmer chief of Field Artillery, was 
and dead at his home in Washington, 
p.C., yesterday afternoon, August 81. 

General Bishop has been in ill health 
for man months. Prior to the expiration 
of his four-year term as Chief of Field 
Artillery, early last Spring, he was criti- 
ally ill in Walter Reed General Hospital 
gd was retired for physical disability. 
later he recovered sufficiently to leave 
the hospital and for a while was quite 


ve. 

During his convalescent period at the 
jospital, General Bishop worked on and 

ected the designs for his ‘miniature” 
fed artillery gun, which has_ been 
wopted for training purposes in both 
fe National Guard and Regular Army. 
fhe gun, a miniature replica of a 75 mm. 
feld piece, fires ball bearing projectiles 
means of a 22 calibre blank catridge 


‘and has been found valuable for train- 


ing purposes. 

General Bishop was born in Michigan, 
Nov. 22, 1874. He was graduated from 
the United States Military Academy and 
emmissioned a second lieutenant of In- 
fatry in 1897, transferring the next 
year to the Artillery branch. In 1899 he 
heame a first lieutenant and two years 
later a captain. 

In 1907 he was assigned to the Field 
Artillery. In 1912 he became a major 
and in 1916 a lieutenant colonel. During 
the World War he became a brigadier 
general in the National Army. He was 
appointed Chief of Field Artillery with 
the rank of major general February 16, 
1990, accepting the post March 10, 1930.

The GHO Maneuver Situation 


The “War” with the Blacks moved 
into a serious phase this week when a 
powerful coalition (designated as the 
Blacks) landed troops on the East coast. 
General Douglas MacArthur moves to 
the “danger” area tonight, September 1, 
taking his staff with him. 

The maneuvers are the largest peace- 
time exercises of their type held by the 
American Army. The day by day situa- 
tion this week, as issued officially, fol- 
lows: 

AUGUST 27 

The United States (Blue) is involved 
in a war in the West which has existed 
for a short period of time; the Blue fleet 
is concentrated in the Pacific and the 
General Headquarters Air Force is as- 
sembled in Pacific coast airdromes. 

A powerful Black coalition, taking ad- 
vantage of this situation and the absence 
of our fleet from the Atlantic, suddenly 
declared war on the United States 
(Blue). Striking with lightning rapidity, 
the Black force started to land troops 
on the eastern shore of Delaware early 
the morning of August 27 and secured 
possession of Delaware Bay. Landing 
operations were begun in southern New 
Jersey. 

The Black Fleet Aviation, using fast, 
powerful bombardment planes has 
bombed the harbor defenses.of southern 
New York. The full extent of damage 
has not yet been ascertained but it was 
definitely learned that the long-range 
artillery in these harbor defenses has 
been disabled. The Black Naval Forces 
are active on the front “Chesapeake Bay- 
Boston”, and have forced all local naval 
defense forces to retire to the protection 
of the fortified harbors on this front. 

The War Department is hastily pre- 
paring to meet the Black threat with its 
strategic reserve, the First and Second 
Armies, and the General Headquarters 
Air Force. Defense plans prepared by 
the War Department General Staff dur- 
ing peace-time are rapidly being put into 
execution. General Douglas MacArthur 
has assumed command and is planning 
to establish his General Headquarters in 
the field without delay. The situation 
is serious. 


AUGUST 28 
General Douglas MacArthur has ord- 


- ered the concentration of the First and 


Second Armies to meet the Black inva- 
sion. Troops immediately available will 
be rushed to the front to delay the 
enemy advance. Maj. Gen. Dennis PB. 
Nolan, commanding the First Army, has 
directed the movement of the First and 
Sixteenth Brigades, both reenforced with 
artillery, to delay the advance of the 
Black Forces. He also directed the re- 
mainder of the First Division, com- 
manded by Brig. Gen. O. D. Roberts and 
the Third Cavalry to assemble at Camp 
Dix, and the HBighteenth Brigade to as- 
semble in the Narragansett Bay-Boston 
Area. The General Headquarters Air 
Force, which has been assembled in Pa- 
cific coast airdromes has been directed 
to concentrate in airdromes suitable for 
the support of the First and Second 
Armies. 

Pursuant to orders from General Head- 
quarters, aerial observation will be main- 
tained over all territory held by the 
enemy and to seaward. After arrival of 
the General Headquarters Air Force, it 
will be responsible for all general 
strategical reconnaissance over the Dela- 
ware River, Delaware Bay, the Atlantic 
Ocean, while the Army and Corps Ob- 
servation Units will cover the waters 
of Raritan Bay, Upper Bay, and Lower 
Bay, and daily photographs of enemy 
activities along the New Jersey and 
Delaware coast lines. 

The Blacks have pushed inland suffi- 
ciently to establish beach heads for the 
protection of their landings. No large 
advance by the Blacks is contemplated 
until they have landed sufficient troops 
to insure a successful push through our 
opposition. Refugees pouring into Phila- 
delphia and Wilmington verify our 





aerial observations that a large enemy 
fleet has assembled off the coasts ¢ 
Delaware and New Jersey and tha 
troops are being landed day and nigh 
without much opposition. Plans t 
evacuate towns near the shore were com. 
pleted August 28 by the War Depart 
ment. 


AUGUST 29 


During the night August 28-29, th 
Blacks extended their operations ay 
began landing troops at Barnegat Bay 
and Atlantic City. It is estimated thy 
at daylight August 29, the Blacks haj 
landed the equivalent of one divisig 
without field and service trains, in th 
vicinity of Barnegat Bay and Atlantk 
City; two divisions with combat, fie 
and service trains in lower New Jeragy 
(Cape May Area), and one brigade of 
infantry with combat and field trains fp 
eastern Delaware. 

The forces in the Barnegat Bay an 
Atlantic City areas have pushed inlanj 
to the lines: Toms River (Town)-Bam 
ber-Cedar Bridge-Cedar-Grove, and Por 
Republic-Egg Harbor-Mays Landing. Th 
forces in the Cape May area hap 
advanced to the line: Mays Landi 
Millville-Bridgeton. The forces in ea 
ern Delaware have reached the line 
Little Oreek-Dover. 

The Blacks have taken possession ¢ 
all rolling stock and motor transport 
the occupied area of southern New Je 
sey and eastern Delaware.

Black land-based observation aviation 
is operating from the vicinity of Atlantic 
City and Cape May, Black fleet aviation 
continues to support the landing opera- 
tions and to execute observation mis- 
sions for troops ashore.

Plans Completed, GHQ Officers 
Leave for “War” Field Maneuvers 


Preliminary plans for the “war” 
against the Blacks having been com- 
pleted at the War Department, thirty- 
three officers comprising General Head- 
quarters of the American Army will 
leave Washington tonight, Sept. 1, for 
Raritan Arsenal, N. J. Here, Gen, Doug- 
las MacArthur, commander-in-chief, will 
establish his headquarters for one week 
during the maneuver. 

For reasons of economy the Army 
posts in New Jersey will be used as 
headquarters in the conduct of the exer- 
cise. Theoretically General MacArthur's 
headquarters are at Bethlehem, Pa.,, 
with First Army Headquarters at Cam- 
den, N. J., and Second Army Headquar- 
ters at Princeton, N. J. Actually General 
Headquarters will be at Raritan Ar- 
senal, the First Army at Camp Dix and 
the Second Army at Ft. Monmouth. Un- 
der actual war conditions it is probable 
that these locations would be too far ad- 
vanced for the conduct of an operation 
against as strong an enemy force as the 
Blacks are understood to be. 

General MacArthur’s immediate staff 
was announced last night as consisting 
of: Maj. Gen. Hugh A. Drum, chief of 
staff during the maneuvers; Brig. Gen. 
C. E. Kilbourne, deputy chief of staff; 
Lt. Col. John P. Smith, assistant; Lt. 
Col. A. P. Watson, secretary of the Gen- 
eral Staff. Maj. D. D. Bisenhower has 
been designated Senior Aide while Capt. 
T. J. Davis will serve as Junior Aide. 
It is expected that most of the officers 
will arrive at their headquarters early 
tomorrow and that preliminary studies

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Report of Navy Selection Board 
(Continued from First Page) 
lected, and 89 passed over, a percentage 

of selection of 54.6%. 

Breaking down the group of ex-tem- 
porary oflicers considered, it will be seen 
that 147 of them are former enlisted men 
who were commissioned during the war. 
But nine of these were selected, or six 
per cent. One hundred and thirty-eight 
of the ex-temporaries were former re- 
serve officers. Of this group, 39 were 
selected, or 28 per cent, while 99 failed 
of selection. 

The percentage of selection from lieu- 
tenant, junior grade, to lieutenant was 
94.5%. The board went through the 
bottom quarter of the Naval Academy 
class of 1924, completely through the 
class of 1925 and into 1926, selecting 
through the top quarter of the class. 
Four hundred and forty-four names were 
considered by the board, 420 of which 
were placed on the promotion list and 
24 were passed over. Of the 24, seven 
had previously applied for retirement 
because of physical disability and while 
their names were before the board, they 
were not considered. 

The board was convened at the Navy 
Department Aug. 1 and after meeting 
daily for three weeks submitted their 
report. It was approved by the Presi- 
dent, Aug. 24.

TO THOSE WHO HAVE NOT YET MAILED the Army anv Navy JouRNAL pro- 
motion poll cards, which they have received, this appeal is especially addressed. It 
is important to the individual officer, it is important to the Army present and future, 
that the cards should be posted without further delay. The returns to date are of 
larger proportions than usual in a poll, but we urge that that is not good enough, 
every officer should be heard from. ‘To recapitulate the situation, General Mac- 
Arthur confided to the General Council the task of drafting a promotion bill which 
would be in accordance with the “majority sentiment” of the Service, and he asked 
that “every officer” be given an opportunity to express his opinions. In order to 
establish that sentiment, the AkMy anp Navy JouRNAL, at the instance of numerous 
officers and with the approval of the authorities, determined to make a survey, and 
the poll was inaugurated. The weekly results of the poll are being watched with 
intense interest not only by the Army but by the Council and by General MacArthur. 
Members of Congress likewise are manifesting keen interest in them, and so is the 
Navy, particularly the younger officers, who wish that they could have enjoyed an 
opportunity to express their views before the enactment of the legislation in force. 
Further, we may add the poll has the entire approval of War Department officials. 
Consequently, there should be no hesitancy in mailing the cards withheld. On the 
other hand, such action would be of immense help to the Council, which is exceed- 
ingly anxious to draft a bill that the vast majority of the Army will support, and 
likewise it will be of immense help to Congress, which will want, within reason, of 
course, to provide a method of promotion satisfactory to the Army. We realize that 
some oflicers have put aside their cards in order to reflect further upon the various 
reform proposals made. To such we point out that the Council is under instructions 


to complete the draft of its bill and to report it to the Chief of Staff by October 31. 
Because every word and every punctuation mark in proposed legislation must be 
carefully studied in order to determine the effect, time is required, which means 
several weeks work even after a decision shall have been reached as to the principles 
regarded us most desirable. Therefore, the Council naturally wants to know the 
“majority sentiment” of the officers whom they are serving at the earliest possible 
moment. So do not longer withhold your poll cards, Post them NOW. 


FOR THE FIRST TIME IN AMERICAN HISTORY, the Army will engage in 
grand maneuvers in time of peace. It is a commentary upon our land strength that 
the maneuvers for the most part will be conducted on paper, but they nevertheless 
will be of value in improving defensive strategy and tactics against an invading 
force. The Atlantic no longer is the barrier against enemy activities which it once 
was. During the revolution, Great Britain in command of the seas, experienced no 
difficulty in landing troops in America. During the World War, the United States 
transported with negligible loss, more than 2,000,000 men to France, and if, un- 
happily our Navy were to be destroyed or bottled up it would not be long before 
hostile troops would be landing on our shores, and moving to throttle our defense 
by the capture of the industrial areas which largely are comprised within New 
England and the Middle Atlantic States. With a full realization of the possibilities 
arising from war, based upon distinguished peace and war time service, General 
MacArthur is seeking to find an effective answer to every one of them. The impor- 
tance of such preparation will be plain to those who give any thought to the 
matter. There is being spread the suggestion that the entire purpose of the 
maneuvers is to demonstrate the need of additions to the Regular Establishment. 
In view of the fact that that need has been consistently pointed out since the 
World War, that in his last annual report General MacArthur solemnly described 
the Army as below the danger line, the maneuvers can contribute nothing to the 
argument for an increase of the Army to 14,000 officers and 165,000 enlisted men. 
Their outstanding value, as stated above, are the strategic and tactical information 
they will provide for the officers and men taking part, and the lessons which they 
will teach. Looked at in this light as they will be we rely upon the daily press to 
describe them in true perspective and, further, to advocate that like maneuvers be 
conducted annually. 


IN THIS TOPSY TURVY TIME OF POLITICS, with party lines weakened and 
in sections obliterated, with one out of eight persons in the country on relief, no 
one can feel astonished at the primary results. A friend of the service, like Repre- 
sentative Parks, of Arkansas, is defeated, not on his excellent National Defense 
record, for that was not an issue, but because of the desire of the people of his 
district for a change and to repudiate the cut in veterans compensation for which 
he originally voted. Representative McSwain is renominated, and in South Carolina 
the nomination is equivalent to election, which will mean that he will continue as 
Chairman of the House Military Committee. On September 10th, Maine, from 
reports we have received, will reelect Senator Hale. For the defense forces of the 
Nation, and particularly for the Navy this will be hailed with keen satisfaction. 
Mr. Hale looks out effectively for the interests of his state; they are naturally his 
great concern. But his vision extends beyond the borders of the commonwealth and 
comprises the entire nation and its vast interests throughout the world, and the 
sound reasoning which accompanies what he sees consistently has guided him in his 
determined efforts to provide the government with a Navy adequate for our defense. 
To the voters of Maine we express on behalf of the Navy our hearty appreciation 
of their determination to return this distinguished son to Washington.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Role of the GHQ Air Force in the Maneuvers—Participation of the Army Air Corps 
in the General Headquarters Command Post Exercise from September 2 to Sep- 
tember 8, inclusive, will bring the new General Headquarters Air Force into action 
for the first time, and serve to develop its mobility and striking power. 

The Command Post Exercise, which will serve to train commanders and their 
staffs in their duties, opens with a theoretical situation which finds the combat 
units of the Air Force engaged in combined Air Force meneuvers on the Pacific 
Coast. 

The first problem faced by the Commanding General, General Headquarters 
Air Force and his staff will call for an immediate concentration of the entire 
Air Force on the Eastern Coast of the United States, prepared immediately to 
engage in active warfare. How can this concentration be best accomplished? There 
are several well-developed transcontinental airways which may be utilized for the 
purpose, including one military airway along the southern border. In order to 
expedite the movement of the air armada across the country, it will be necessary 
to direct units équipped with the same type or model of airplane over one par- 
ticular developed route, utilizing, however, all the various transcontinental routes 
available. Where more than one unit must be routed along any particular airway, 
consideration must be given to the speed of the airplanes with the different units 
in order that the faster units may clear intermediate airdromes prior to the 
arrival of the slower moving units. This concentration should be completed in 
from two to three and one-half days with the present type of equipment. Aside 
from the various headquarters of the participating units, the Command Post 
Exercise will entail no actual movement of airplanes, supplies or personnel, but 
the detailed plans for such a concentration will be actuaily worked out. 

The movement of Air Force units across the country must be expedited and 
facilitated at intermediate stopping points by Corps Area Commanders concerned. 
Their responsibility will be to provide the necessapy aircraft supplies, fueling 
facilities and other requirements en route. 

Normally, it would be expected that an Air Force would concentrate in rear 
of the line upon which the ground army or armies will initially move. However, 
in this particular Command Post Exercise, the Air Force is faced with a very 
unusual situation in that the terrain in this particular theater of operations is 
such that suitable airdromes, where most desired, are not available and, conse- 
quently, Air Force units must be considerably dispersed in order to utilize satis- 
factory airdromes; however, the airdromes selected will be the best available to 
facilitate the Air Force carrying out its mission. 

Half the Air Force, approximately, will be on one flank of the ground troops, 
and half upon the other flank. This will require extensive planning and organi- 
zation of ground facilities and of communications to enable the prompt dispatch 
of orders and consequently control of Air Force units. The accomplishment of 
this plan will require the cooperation of ground arms and services. Anti-aircraft 
units will be made available to provide protection for airdromes and air bases; 
Signal Corps units will assist in providing the communications systems; Quarter- 
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master agencies will assist’in providing subsistence and quarters, as well ds trang. 
portation other than by air. The successful establishment of airdromes and base 
requires teamwork of the highest degree. 

The Headquarters GHQ Air Force, located at Raritan Arsenal, New! Jersey 
with the General Headquarters, will consist of 12 officers from the Office Chief 
of the Air Corps, Washington, D. C., with Brig. Gen. Oscar Westover, Assistan 
Chief of the Air Corps, as commander. 

Headquarters of the Third Attack Wing, Ft. Crockett, Galveston, Tex., will be 
represented by a staff of six officers with Maj. Earl L. Naiden, AC, as commander 
assisted by six enlisted men. An Attack Wing consists of 53 attack planes. 

Lt. Col. Frank M. Andrews, AC, Selfridge Field, Mich., will head the staf 
of the First Pursuit Wing, consisting of six officers, assisted by a like number of 
enlisted men. A Pursuit Wing consists of 227 pursuit planes. 

Headquarters of the Second Bombardment Wing, Langley Field, Va., will bp 
represented by a staff of six officers with Maj. W. H. Hale, AC, as commander 
assisted by six enlisted men. A Bombardment Wing consists of 76 bombardment 
planes. 

The staff of the Ninth Observation Group, Mitchel Field, N. Y., with Maj 
Walter H. Frank, AC, as commander, will consist of six officers assisted by five 
enlisted men. The Ninth Observation Group consists of 41 observation planes. 

Maj. Charles B. Oldfield, AC, will head the staff of the Twelfth Observatig 
Group, Brooks Field, Tex., comprising five officers assisted by five enlisted me 
The Twelfth Observation Group consists of 41 observation planes. 

Capt. Aubrey Hornsby, AC, Commander of the Headquarters Squadron, Gep 
eral Headquarters Air Force, Bolling Field, D. C., will head a contingent of » 
enlisted men from that station. The GHQ Headquarters Squadron consists of % 
staff planes of various types. 

After all units of the Air Force will have moved from the West Coast t 
their assigned airdromes in the theater of operations, and will have been pry 
vided with the necessary supplies and facilities for maintenance, and with bombs 
and ammunition for operations, the General Headquarters Air Force Commande 
will report to the Commanding General of the Armies his readiness to commeng 
offensive or defensive operations as the situation may require. 


































Marine Corps Consolidation.—The Marine Corps will lose one staff brigadie 
general under the terms of bill which has been drafted to carry into effect th 
recommendation of the Roosevelt Reorganization Board that the Quartermasters 
Department and the Paymaster’s Department of the Corps be merged. 

After studying the matter for some time, Marine Corps Headquarters has at last 
drafted a proposed bill and sent it to the Judge Advocate General’s Office fe 
review. While it was not made public, it is understood that it simply provides fa 
the merger of the two departments into one quartermaster department, to & 
headed by a brigadier general. There would be three subdivisions, pay, finan 
and supply. 

The measure provides that Brig. Gen. George Richards the Paymaster, be con 
tinued in his present rank, but that upon his retirement, the number of staff 
brigadier generals drop to two, they being the Quartermaster and the Adjutant ap 
Inspector. General Richards, it is planned, would be assigned duty directly unde 
the Major General Commandant. Some consideration had been given to making tb 
Quartermaster a major general with an assistant as brigadier general. This pr 
posal, however, has been dropped, at least for the time being. 
















Cavalry in the Maneuvers—Cavaliry, both horsed and mechanized, will play a mé 
interesting role in the GHQ maneuvers in New Jersey. In the present situatiy 
in which the Black forces have effected a landing on the Jersey shore, we fiw 
them pushing forward as rapidly as possible toward the line of the Delawar 
River. To oppose this advance the Blue (American) forces are being sent to th 
front as fast as they can be mobilized, under the protection of the most availai 
troops. Intervals between units on b8th sides are necessarily very great, and # 
use is being made of all Cavalry available, both to obtain information and to pm 
vent the enemy from obtaining it. At noon, August 29, the Blue Commander hw 
five regiments of Cavalry scattered along the front, covering gaps and seekis 
detailed information of the enemy. In addition, a Cavalry Corps, to be command 
by Brig. Gen. Guy V. Henry, former Chief of Cavalry,, consisting of the 21st @ 
22d Cavalry Divisions of the National Guard and the 7th Cavalry Brigade (med 
anized) of the Regular Army, is being concentrated just east of Philadelphi 
Each Cavalry Division consists of four regiments of horsed Cavalry, a squadm 
of armored cars, a regiment of Field Artillery, a squadron of Engineers and 
necessary detachments of the supply services. The mechanized brigade consi# 
of two regiments of mechanized Cavalry. 

Initially the Cavalry Corps will be a part of the combat team of the Sec#l 
Army which is on the left half of the Blue front. It constitutes the fast, mo 
element of the Second Army’s combat team and should be employed in conjuncti 
with the Infantry which constitutes the more powerful but slower element. 

How the teamwork of these two elements is developed is part of the art 
war. The successful general employs his most mobile element where the ter 
is suitable for maneuver, directing it at the flank or rear of the opposing for 
so as to constitute a threat which cannot be ignored. In the final campaign ne

He accordingly massed the Cavalry Corps behind Inf 
try Division on that part of the front covering the maneuvering space he desit 
for the Cavalry. During the general attack along the whole line this portion 
the front was broken, the Cavalry Corps passed through and proceeded rapi 
to the rear of the Turkish armies. This action, combined with the advance of? 
main forces, destroyed the Turkish VII and VIII armies and practically termina 
the campaign. 

In connection with the Cavalry several interesting problems will be preset 
the commanders for solution.

A group of 26 reserve officers, headed 
by Maj.

Flying from Hawaii to Guam 
Bditor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In the executive session of the House 
Military Affairs Committee of Jan. 21, 
1934, the Chief of Staff of the Army 
(A. & N. Journat, p. 477) stated that 
he was not even sure you could not get 
the entire outfit of the GHQ Air Force 
over to the Philippines, the second jump 
being from Hawaii to Guam. 

The distance from Hawaii to Guam is 
around 3,300 miles. 

In talking about such a flight of the 
entire outfit of the GHQ Air Force, it 
would have been well if, before making 
the speculation, the Army General Staff 
had asked the Naval War College to 
work out the problem of flying the GHQ 
Air Force from Hawali to Guam over 
some 1,500 miles of interposing bases 
not in the possession of the United 
States. Here is where the Army and 
Navy might together work more over 
problems that may become common to 
both. 

The Army General Staff would prob- 
ably find that such a flight could not 
even be considered until the Navy had 
deared the way, and that even then the 
GHQ Air Force would have to be nursed 
wer the distance by the Navy, and a 
large number of Navy transports carry- 
ing repair facilities, supplies and base 
personnel. 

You can not project air power over 
seas for operations over seas unless the 
Navy first makes the oceans safe for 
air power. 

Excepting land based airplane raids 
for a short distance out to sea and home, 
every permanent transfer of air power 
to a base overseas will have to be safe- 
guarded by the Navy. 

Arguing the possibility of a success-

Outlines Promotion Plan 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

1. Let the present system of promo- 
by seniority from 2nd lieutenant to 
enant colonel continue. Put all 

‘lonels except those of the Medical De- 





partment on the promotion list in the 
order as now arranged on the relative 
list. 

2. Establish an inactive list of the 
Regular Army to which physically quali- 
fied officers may be transferred on their 
own application or by selection by a 
board of officers. 

8. Officers transferred to the inactive 
list who have had World War service 
will be placed on the list in the next 
higher grade with the regular retired 
75% pay of that grade. Put these offi- 
cers on the unlimited retired list at 64 
or when they become physically incapaci- 
tated. 

4. By law established a board of gen- 
erals to select colonels and lieutenant 
colonels to be placed on the inactive list ; 
the board to consist of the Chief of 
Staff, the Deputy Chief of Staff, the 
Assistant Chief of Staff G-1; the Sur- 
geon General and the Chief of branch 
to which each officer coming before the 
board belongs. 

5. When vacancies are about to occur 
in the grade of brigadier general, the 
board will examine the records of the 
colonels on the promotion list starting 
with the senior colonel. If the senior 
colonel is found not to meet the require- 
ments for a general officer and is not 
physically incapacitated, transfer him as 
a brigadier general to the inactive list 
and then take up the examination of 
the next senior colonel and continue the 
examinations in order of rank until a 
sufficient number of colonels are found 
qualified to fill existing or prospective 
vacancies. The same procedure by the 
same board will be followed in the selec- 
tion of lieutenant colonels to be trans- 
ferred to the inactive list. The law 
should provide that no colonel or lieu- 
tenant colonel will be promoted to the 
active list unless his average rating has 
been at least excellent for the five years 
preceding the date of his examination, 
and by rigid physical examination it is 
established that he is fully qualified 
physically for service in peace and war. 

6. When a colonel found fully auali- 
fled for promotion is not a line officer, 
and is not considered qualified to be a 
brigadier general of the line, let him 
elect to go on the inactive list as a 
brigadier general or remain on the active 
list as colonel to be appointed to the 
first vacancy for general officer that oc- 
curs in his branch. 

7. The law should also provide that 
any officer of more than 20 years’ ser- 
vice, who has had war service, is physi- 
cally qualified and is not in Class RB, 
may transfer, at his own request, to the 
inactive list, in the next higher grade 
and receive 75% of the pay of that 
grade. 

8. By law or regulation reqnire 
greater care on the part of all officers 
in preparation of efficiency reports. Re- 
quire also that each officer rendering an 
efficiency report make and subscribe to 
an oath as to the fairness and accuracy 
of his ratings, and send each efficiency 
report to the officer reported on to note 
before forwarding. 

9. Annual physical examinations and 
physical examinations for promotion 
should be more thorough. Do every 
year just what we have done this year 
to meet the unexpected requirements of 
the law passed at the last session of 
Congress. 

10. Broaden the provisions of the 
Class B law to require of officers to 
appear before B boards who for five con- 
secutive years have no better ratings 
than average. 

11. Except for the Chief of Staff limit 
all tours of chiefs of branches to not 
more than four years. At the end of 
each such tour require that the incum- 
bent be transferred to the inactive list 
if physically qualified, or if not, that he 
be retired. 

12. Reasons: a. The present system of 
promotions to the grade of colonel by 
seniority from a single list has trans- 
formed the Army from a group of 
branches battling for special legislation 
to a well-coordinated agency of the 
Government. 

b. Officers of war service who have 
reached the grades of lieutenant colonel 
and colonel are entitled to consideration, 
but some of them will not be rated as 





excellerit. In all such cases no injus- 
tice can be charged if they are sent to 
the inactive list with increased rank. 
Under a system of more careful prep- 
aration of efficiency reports, of strict 
elimination of the unfit by the class 
“B” route and retirement for physical 
disability an officer will have to be at 
least a little above average to reach the 
grade of lieutenant colonel. In a short 
time there will not be very many col- 
onels and lieutenant colonels to be trans- 
ferred to the inactive list. The elimina- 
tions and transfers will occur in the 
lower grades which is more equitable 
for the Government and will make the 
retired and inactive list less costly. 

ce. The officers of the inactive list will 
be a valuable asset to the Government 
in any war emergency. They will be 
assigned to war vacancies, under the 
mobilization plan to the War Depart- 
ment, Zone of the Interior, G. H. Q. and 
to the four army H. Q. and units and be 
required to serve 15 days on their re- 
tired pay each year in the assignment 
given him without extra cost to the 
Government.

Stress Age in Grade 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

In response to your promotion poll I 
am expressing herewith my plan for a 
system which I believe will revolutionize 
the Army and build up a reserve corps 
which will be effective. 

The proposed plan is as follows: 

Original commission to be as 2d lieu- 
tenant only (maximum age 22). When 
25 years old promote to Ist lieutenant. 
When 30 years old promote to captain. 
When 35 years old promote to major.

When 45 years old promote to 
colonel. 

If selected to the grade of general 
officer, carry until 55 years old.

Promotion by Seniority 
Editor, Army AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In answer to your invitation published 
in the JournaL of July 7th, on the sub- 
ject of promotion in the Regular Army, 
the following remarks and suggestions 
are submitted. 

First I would like to state that I am 
personally satisfied with conditions “as 
is” but I believe that some changes in 
the promotion system would improve the 
morale and a more just balance, between 
the age, rank and duties of officers, could 
be brought about. 

The plans that have been submitted 
by General MacArthur and the War De- 
partment in recent years were good, and 
if they had been adopted by Congress 
would have improved conditions for offi- 
cers as a whole, 

These worthy efforts were defeated by 
selfish Groups looking only to their own 
interests. A great majority of the indi- 
viduals in these Groups are really well 
off, for it is no hardship to be a Captain, 
Major or an Air Corps Officer for any 
number of years. Nine out of ten of 
them are better off than they would 
have been elsewhere. 

The Lieutenants are really the ones 
who need relief. We will. need lots of 


them when war comes, and at present 
we are not offering them much encour- 
agement,

when war comes promotion is extremely 
rapid. Unless we assume that there is 
going to be no more war, promotion is 
almost certain although it is impossible 
to predict it at any given time and this 
applies to all plans that may be pre- 
sented. However history indicates that 
we may expect at least one war and 


probably two during our period of ser-~ 


vice, 

Therefore, in order to have a balanced 
promotion system we can afford a rea- 
sonably slow flow of promotion in time 
of peace. What we need is a flow of 
promotion that is fairly regular. 

At present the Army is top heavy. We 
have too many Generals and Field Offi- 
cers and not enough Lieutenants. In my 
opinion Captains and Lieutenants are 
more effective with the Civilian Com- 
ponents, with the possible exception of 
the Organized Reserves. There are ac- 
tually only a limited number of appro- 
priate assignments available for the 
higher grades. A fewer number of the 
right type would improve our organiza- 
tion. The system should be such that 
the highest grades could be reached only 
by the most efficient, personally and pro- 
fessionally. (A rating on personality 
should be included in the Efficiency Re- 
ports.) An officer should have an oppor- 
tunity while in each grade, above that 
of 2nd Lieutenant to serve two years 
with troops and a detail at the Service 
Schools or with the Civilian Components, 

Assuming that the Class B law re- 
mains in force (not for punishment), the 
present retirement laws and physical re- 
quirements are retained, the following 
General Plan is submitted: 

1. 2nd Lieutenants to be promoted to 
Ist Lieutenants after four years service. 
The present method of appointment is 
excellent. A 2nd Lieutenant should not 
be allowed to get married. 

2. First Lieutenants to be promoted 
to Captain after ten years service. 

8. Captains to be promoted to Major 
after sixteen years service, provided he 
had completed the prescribed courses in 
the Service Schools and had served cred- 
itably with Troops or the Civilian Com- 
ponents. 

a, On promotion to Major an officer 
would be allowed to apply for retirement 
with 244% pay, multiplied by the num- 
ber of years service, the government re- 
serving the privilege of retaining in the 
service any officer whose services were 
specially desired. It is practically a 
certainty that enough officers would not 
apply for retirement to give the required 
regular flow of promotion. If enough 
voluntary applications for retirement are 
not received to take care of the required 
flow of promotion, without increasing 
any grade beyond a reasonable propor- 
tion, then a Board of Officers should 
select enough, from those with the lowest 
ratings, for this purpose, and retire them 
on the terms stated above. 

b. If an officer can ever learn his 
profession, he should know it after 16 
years service, with all of our opportuni- 
ties and schools to help in our training 
and education. From 16 years service on 
it is a question of perfecting ourselves 
in the profession or carrying on as “Dead 
Wood.” If the higher grades carried only 
a sufficient number to fill the appropriate 
assignments, it would give them a great- 
er opportunity for perfecting themselves 
for the higher responsibilities and com- 
mand. 

And very important, the Government 
would have a body of trained Reserves 
that would be unexcelled. 

4. Majors to be promoted to Lieu- 
tenant Colonel after 22 years service. 

5. Lt. Colonels to be promoted to 
Colonel after 28 years service. 

6. Colonels to be promoted to Briga- 
dier General according to _ seniority. 
Having stood the severe test through the 
other grades there seems to be no rea- 
son for selecting Brigadier Generals. 
Brigadier Generals to be retired after 
five years in this grade unless promoted. 

A good Colonel may not make a good 
General but at least he is entitled to a 
trial and this method should certainly 
be as satisfactory as the present one, for 





selecting Brigadier Generals. 

7. Major Generals to be selected from 
the upper half of the list of Brigadier 
Generals. If an officer has failed as a 
LEADER and Executive after his promo- 
tion to B. G., on account of age, physical 
fitness, or capacity for higher command, 
here is a chance to eliminate him, with- 
out much embarrassment. 

Major Generals to be retired after 5 
years service in that grade. He should 
now be close to 64 years of age, and 
there is no good reason why he should 
serve longer than ten years in the grade 
of General Officer. A longer service will 
deny some other brilliant officer an op- 
portunity for such experience as is to be 
had in that grade. 

8. A few Major Generals to be pro- 
moted to Lt. General for commanding 
the Armies. 

9. The Chief of Staff to be promoted 
to the grade of General and allowed to 
serve only one term and be required to 
retire at the end of his term as Chief 
of Staff.

Financial Digest 


The daily average volume of Federal 
Reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ended August 22, as reported by 
the Federal Reserve banks, was $2,464-- 
000,000, a decrease of $2,000,000 compared 


with the preceding week and an in- 
crease of $221,000,000 compared with 
the corresponding week in 1933. 


On August 22 total Reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,457,000,000, a de- 
crease of $11,000,000 for the week. This 
decrease corresponds with a decrease of 
$4,000,000 in Treasury cash and deposits 
with Federal Reserve banks and in- 
creases of $15,000,000 in Treasury and 
National bank currency and $4,000,000 
in monetary gold stock, offset in part by 
increases of $8,000,000 in member bank 
reserve balances and $4,000,000 in money 
in circulation. 

There were practically no changes in 
the System’s holding of bills discounted,

Rules Against Longevity 
Denying a claim brought by an Army 
dicer for increased longevity pay by 
mason of service performed subsequent 
t July 1, 1982, the Comptroller General 
tiled that no credit will be allowed for 
any service since that date for longevity. 
The claim was submitted through the 
Office of the Chief of Finance on a 
Youcher filed by an Army finance offi- 
er, In a brief submitted with the 
voucher, the claimant contended that the 
Act of June 27, 1934,, repealed Section 
21 of the Economy Act by implication, 
tad permitted credit for longevity.

“Section 1 of the Act of June 27, 1934, 
48 Stat. 1265, provides: 

That in the administration of the provision 
of subparagraph (1) of section 24 of the In- 
dependent Offices Appropriation Act, 1935, 
amending section 201 of part II of the Leg- 
islative Appropriation Act for the fiscal year 
1933, all service rendered by postal and 
other officers and employers prior to July 1, 
1932, and subsequent to June 30, 1932, shall 
be credited to the officers or «mployees and 
such officers or employees promoted to the 
grade to which they would have progressed 
had section 201 (suspending automatic in- 
creases in compensation) of part II of the 
Legislative Appropriagtion Act, fiscal year 
1933, not been enacted. 

“This act did not, in terms nor by 
necessary implication, repeal Section 201 
of the Economy Act of June 30, 1982, 
as extended for the fiscal year 1935. Had 
there been any such intention on the 
part of the Congress, such intention un- 
doubtedly would have been couched in 
clear and cogent terms. * * * 

“It is clear that by the Act of June 
27, 1934, Congress did not intend to 
repeal the quoted provision of the Act 
of March 28, 1934. There is no incon- 
sistency between the two acts, merely 
a clarification which, through legislative 
interpretation, authorizes in the admin- 
istration of paragraph 24(1) of the 
Independent Officers’ Appropriation Act 
for 1935 the crediting of all service ren- 
dered by officers and employees between 
July 1, 1932, and June 30, 1934, for pro- 
motion purposes to the grade to which 
they would have progressed had Section 
201 of the Economy Act not been enact- 
ed, and to this extent only amended the 
proviso of Section 24(1) of the Act of 
March 28, 1934, under which such ser- 
vice was not permitted to be counted 
for either longevity purposes or for pro- 
gression in grade. 

“Under the Act of June 10, 1922, you 
were entitled on July 1, 1932, as a cap- 
tain with over 18 years’ service, to pay 
of the fourth pay period increased by 
80 per centum for longevity, or $325 per 
month, and this amount admittedly has 
been received. Under the provisions of 
Section 201 of the Economy Act, as 
amended by Section 24(1) of the Act of 
March 28, 1934, suspension of longevity 
increases to officers of the services men- 
tioned in the Act of June 10, 1922, were 
extended and continued during the fiscal 
year 1935. Under the plain terms of 
Section 201 of the Economy Act as 
amended, no service performed subse- 
quent to June 30, 1982, may be credited 
to these officers for the purpose of addi- 
tional pay provided for in the tenth 
paragraph of Section 1 of the Act of 
June 10, 1922.”
